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1 . The following is a quotation of 35 US.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-1 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Magnux in 
view of van der Wouden. 

See Paper no. 4, paragraphs 4-6. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 1 0-8-98 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicant argues that van der Wouden teaches that low polarity polyols are 
needed for making foams with hydrocarbon blowing agents, and that the polyols of Magnus 
would have higher polarities. The hydrophobic polyol component of Magnus would lower the 
polarity to enable compatibility with the hydrocarbon blowing agent.
